cation. 
The second great stimulus to 


hu-enliou was the development of tho 
magneto-electrical machine.

years the world had been awaiting a

coveries of Faraday and otiiers, from

deed, been long kuown; but it was left 
for the Italian Pacinotti, in 1800, to 
perfect a machine wherein continuous 
and constant cu;rents were generated. 
The idea literally lay on tho shelf, 
however, until ;S70, when Gramme re- 
invented pracUfiilly the same machine, 
and pushed it into 
notice, lie was 


speedily 
followed 
by 
the 
Siemens 


brothers of Berlin and by Mr. Brush 
and others in tho United States. 
The 


magneto-electric machine, affording a 
cheap and abundant supply of electricity, 
immediately rendered practical all the 
half completed 
inventions 
of thirty 


j'cars and opened the' way to many new 
ones. 
Brush got his patent in. 1S77, 


Weston soon after, and the growth of 
the clectricitydivision of the Patent Of- 
fice has becn"steady and ronrvcloiis ever 
since. 
The invention had been, how- 


ever, rather in the application of known 
principles than in the discovery of ne\v 
ones; for during the 
fifty 
years that 


have elapsed since tho investigations of 
Faraday little new has been added to 
the science of electricity. 
The present 


activity springs from the application of 
well-known exibitions of the still un- 
known force; and moreover only a few 
of these features of the science have 
been as }'et made of practical value. 
One of the broadest and most successful 
patents appears to be- the telephone. 
The man whose name is perhaps more 
widely known than any other in connec- 
tion with inventions, in his lino of inven- 
tions, is Edison, and his most famous 
achievements have been in the improve- 
ment in telegraphy and in the incandes- 
cent li<rht.
